THE RUMORED RESIGNATIONS SET 
AT REST, 


Discussing the Topics for the Message—Invasion of 
a Land Office in Dakotah—Liquor for Army 
Officers—The Marriage Associations and 
the Postal Department, Etc., Etc. 


WasHincton, November 14.—A _ cabinet 


meeting was held to-day for the first time 
since the election. Secretary Teller and At- 
torney-General Brewster were absent. The 
session was short and no action of g@eral in 
terest was taken. The subject of making 
changes in the New York offices was not al- 
luded to, nor was anything said in regard to 
the rumors of changes in the cabinet or to the 
political situation in any respect. The session 
was mainly for the purpose of determining 
what topics should be included in the presi- 


dent’s annual message. Postmaster-General 
Howe denies that he intends to resign from 
the cabinet. Assistant secretary of the trea- 
sury, New, who returned to duty to-day after 
a prolonged absence, affirms that he has not 
resigned and has no intention of resigning. 
He denies that there has ever been any dis- 
agreement between himself and Secretary 
Folger. He also denies all knowledge of the 
contemplated removal of First Auditor Rey- 
noids, and Seconi Comptroller Upton. Post- 
master-General Howe has directed that free 
mail delivery be begun in Lynchburg, Vir- 
ginia, January 1, with six carriers, 
; SCENE IN A LAND OFFICE. 

Wasutncton, November  14.—Inspector 
Holcombe, in his report to the gen- 
eral land office, gives an interesting ac- 
count of the establishment of a land office at 
Huron, Dakota territory. October 9, Mon- 
day, was the day set for the office to open, 
and at 3 o'clock that morning over 500 attor- 
neys assembled in front of the building, in 
readiness for business. At 9 o'clock, when 
tle doors opened, there was such a rush that 
the doors and windows were broken, and sevy- 
eral fights occurred in the eagerness to file ap- 
plication first. 

THE MARRIAGE INSURANCE. 
November  14.—Assistant 
Attorney-General Freeman for ‘he _ post- 
oftice department, has sent the first 
ofticial notice to St. Elmo Marriage Insurance 
company, Chattanooga, Tennessee, to show 
cause why it should not be debarred receiving 
money ordersand registered letters becuuse or 
its alleged fraudulent character. An arswer 
isexpected within a week. This will bea 
test case. It is statedthatthe southern mails 
are so loaded down with marriage association 
circulars that the distribution of mails is sev- 
eral days behind, and that in Texas, alone, 
these associations have received in fees over 
$200,000,

LIQUOR FOR ARMY OFFICERS. 
WasnHineton, November 14.—Indian Com- 
missioner Price, tu-day, received information 
that a United States marshal in the Indian 
Territory seized aquantity of liquor belong- 
ing to officersof the army which was being 
conveyed into the territory. The law pro- 
vides that no liquorexcept for medical pur- 
poses can be brought into that country. The 
commander of the department protests 
against the seizure and says it is illegal. This 
protest is said to have been indorsed by Gen- 
erals Sherman and Sheridan. The matter 
willl be brought to the attention of Secretary 
Teller, who will have todecide the question at 
ssue.

An Arrest For Passing a Counterfelt Fifty Dollar Bill 
ihree Years Ago.

MARSHALLTOWN, Iowa, November 14.—The 
result of the congressional election in 
the 5th district hinges on the vote of Taylor 
township, this county, which was thrown out 
by the board because the returns were signed 
by only twe judges, the third judge’s name 
having been added by the clerk as :the 
judge could not be found. The township 
gave Wilson, republican, 45 majority and 
would give him a majority of 23 in the dis- 
trict, whereas with the vote of their town out, 
Frederick, democrat, has a majority of 17, 


An Auroral Display. 

POUGHKEEPSIE, November 14.—Professor 
Brooks, of the Red House Observatory, re- 
ports the observation of a magnificent aurora 
display early this morning, the grandest in 
many years. A vast brilliant arch of illumi- 
nated landscapes, equal tothe light of the 
moon on the first quarter, was followed by 
immense streamers and waves of ligot pro- 
jected with startling velocity from the hori- 
zon to the zenith. Great meteorological dis- 
turbances may be expected. 


A Family Poisoned. 

BowMANVILLE, Ontario, November 14.—At 
the village of Salina, near here, last night 
William Tumble and his two daughters, aged 
twenty-five and eigiiteen years, partook of an 
herb tea prepared to relieve cold from which 
they were suffering.

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DYNAMITE IN DES MOINES. 


A fensation Caused by the Discovery of Dynamite in 
a Distillery in lowa. 
Special to The Constitution. 

Des Morxes, lowa, Nevember 14.—A_ pro- 
found sensation wus caused here yesterday by 
the finding of dynamite in hazardous places 
at the International distillery. In the morn- 
ing a letter was recieved by William Smith, 
one of the foremen, who handed it to his son, 
another foreman, which read: Mr. Sinith— 
Dear Sir: There are fifty pounds of dynamite 
inthe masher. It will explode at 140 degrees 
Fahrenheit, or a slight jar will explode it. 
Notify the men, but don’t show this letter to 
any one. This is no boy’s play, We mean 
business. If you follow instructions 
there will be no danger to no one 
when it is all taken out but to Babbitt.”’ Mr. 
Kidd, the owner of the distillery, was noti- 
fied and asearch party found several cylin- 
ders of dynamite in the ingress and egress 
pipes of the engine. To-day the whole build- 
ing was carefully gone over, and nine more 
packages, weighing 8'4 ounces each, were 
found. Various warnings scrawled with 
chalk were also found on the walls, One ar- 
rest was made to day, and warrants have been 
issued for others. I seems that Mr. Kidd, 
and Babbitt & Co., the .latter owning the 
mashers and leasing them to be used 
=: ss per centage, had a_ dispute 
about the yield of the distillery, anc 
Babbitt & Co om, ay to remove 
the mashers, but the difficulty, it was under- 
stood, had been smothered over, Mr. Kidd 
now suspects Babbitt as being in the plot, and 
has sworn out a warrant for his arrest. There 
is a good deal of mystery about the affair, and 
the end is not yet. 


THE LANUTAG OPENED. 


Speech of the Emperor—The Condition of the Country 
and Public Pelicy. 
Special to The Constitution, 

Beruix, November 14.—Emperor William 
opened the landtag in person to-day. In his 
speech he declared that the revival of com- 
merce and good harvest afforded ground for 
hope that the advance of all classes of people 
towards increased prosperity would continue. 
He stated that the disproportion between the 
requirements of the state andits resources still 
existed. owing to the rejection by the reich- 
stag of most of the government’s proposals 


for the introduction of fresh, indirect taxes. - 


The resumption of diplomatic intercourse 
with the vatican, had, he said, assisted in 
strengthening the friendly relations between 
himselt andthe pope. Heexpressed the hope 
that the conciliative disposition which the 
government would not cease to. dis- 
play would favorably influence’ the 
development of ecclesiastical affairs 
in Prussia. Meantime the government should 
continue to exercise the powers granted 
toit under existing laws. The liberals are 
dissatistied with the passages of the em- 
peror’s speech relatingto the finances, and 
among some conservatives a disagreeable im- 
pression has been produced by his friendly 
tone toward the vatican.

THE JOYCE MURDER, 


the Trial—Another Approver 
Tarnsa Up. 
Special to the Constitution. 

Dusiix, November 14.—The arrest yester- 
day of a man for alleged participation in the 
Joyce family murder took plece atCong. It 
was made in consequence of information 
given by the approver in the case of the Joyce 
massacre. It has transpired that another 
prisoner charged with the murder of the 
Joyce family has turned approver. The name 
of the second approver is Thomas Casey. 
The trial was continued tce-day. The 
witnesses, who alleged that they fol- 
lowed the assassins at a distance, gave 
evidence and _ itentified the prisoners. 
The counsel elicited in cross examination 
that there had been bad feeling between one 
of the witnesses and Patrick Joyce, the assas- 
sin now actually on trial, and also between 
another witness and the murdered farmer. 
The first approver whose name is Philbin, de- 
yosed that he accompanied the accused to the 
nonton of the Joyces and waited octside and 
heard the shrieks of the victims. 

A Suit Against Beecber. 

NEw YorRK, November 14.—The suit of 
Samuel Wilkinson against Rev. Henry Ward 
Beecher, was called for trial to-day before 
Judge Barrett, in the supreme court circuit. 
The action is for a breach of contract, Beech- 
er failing to complete for the eer ee me Ford 
& Co., his ‘Life of Christ.’’ The plaintiff al- 
leges that he was putto considerable expense 
in preparing for printing the work, and he 
wants to recover what he hasexpended. When 
the case was called to-day, both sides answer- 
ed ready. Beecher was present and sat by his 
counsel, Thomas G. Shearman, listening to 
opening of the proceedings. 

The North Carolina Delegate. 

RaLeiag, November 14.—Unoflicial returns 
from all the counties except Graham gives 
Bennett. democrat, congressman at large, 
373 majority. Graham 1s asmall county late- 
ly formed, and it is understood to be demo- 
cratic; and will probably increase Bennett's 
majority. Yorke, ‘‘coalitionist,”’ is conce- 
ded by the democrats to be elected in the 
seventh district over Robbins, democrat, and 
Cooke republican, The delegation will stand 
Pool, republican, first district; O° Hara, (col. ) 
republican, second; Yorke, coalitionist, 7th 
district. The democrats elect all the other 
six.

Four Men Killed. 

CLEVELAND, O., November 14.—About 5 
o’clock this afternoon a boiler in the , Forest 
City iron works exploded with terrific force, 
killing four men, seriously injuring four or 
five others. The cause of the explosion is 
unknown. The killed are William Atkins, 
master machinist of the works, D. Wright, of 
Wyandotte, Gallagher, furnaceman and John 
Williams, first engineer.

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DE LONG'S DELAYS. 


AS NARRATED BY CHIEF ENCGI- 
NEER MELVILLE. 


The Bickerings Among the Jeannette Officers—Men 
Placed Under Arrest and Taken Of Active 
Duty—The History of the Collins Case— 

The Fine) Breakup, Etc., Ete. 


WaAsHINGTON, November 14.—Melville’s tea- 
timony before the Jeannette board was con- 
tinued, giving an account of the trip after 
leaving the vessel and including an account 
of the separation on the last night they were 
together. His boat was a faster sailer than 
the others, but he had orders to keep astern 
of De Long’s boat. On this occasion, however, 
he had been running with the storm and sea 
and had gotten ahead. Hesaw DeLong ma- 
king signals to them to stop and he attempted 
to do so. lowering thesails of his boat. This, 


however, caused the waves to dashin, DeLong 
made another gesture which he understood 
tomean go on and not risk swamping the 
boat by stopping. He therefore hoisted sails 
and went on and soon passed out of sight of 
the other boats, and never seeing anv of the 
occupants again until it found DeLong’s 
party dead on the Lena Delta. After sailing 
sometime out of sight of the others, he re- 
marked to Danenhauer, who sat beside him, 
that he thought they ought to heave to and 
wait for others to come up. Danenhauer re- 
plied: ‘*Yes, Melville, he ought to have hove 
to befere this.”’ They then made a ‘“‘drag,”’ 
and after much trouble hove to and drifted 
until the storm ended the next day, whenshe 
again made sail for the coast. This is the 
first statement from any person that Danen- 
hauer thought he ought to have stopped the 
boat sooner after the separation occurred. 
THE CAUSES OF DISSENSIONS. 

At the conclusion of Melville’s direct testi- 
mony he was cross examined with regard to 
the discipline maintained, the causes of dis- 
sensions, and his opinion of the wisdom and 
seamanship of DeLong. 

Question—What, if you know, was the par- 
ticular overt act for which Collins, in March, 
1880, was, as you say, suspended from duty? 
Answer—Of my own knowledge I do not 
know, as I was not present in the cabin at the 
time. 

Question—In what spirits were the officers 
and men when they started on the retreat, 
and generally during the march, and 
when, if at any time did 
they show any despondency? Answer— 
They were allinthe best of spirits when 
they started on the retreat, and during march. 
They were more thoughtful during the ten 
days camp, and drew closer to each other in 
a more serious discussion of their prospects 
of reaching land and safety. 

(Juestion—Was there a fair division of labor 
made among all the ship’s company during 
the retreat? Answer—Yes sir; with the ex- 
ception of those on the sick list or suspended 
from duty. 

(Juestion—Was the delay at Bennett Island 
necessary for the repair of the boats and the 
recuperation of the men, and no longer than 
was necessary for these purposes? Answer— 
The men were in very good condition at the 
time, but rest was undoubtedly good for them. 
I don’t think the boats could have been re- 
paired to the same advantage on the ice as on 
the island. The delay was no longer than 
was necessary to make the repairs and effect 
anew organization preparatory to taking to 
the boats. 

Question— Were there any unnecessary de- 
lays on the retreat, either before or after 
the separation of the boats? Answer— 
No, I do not believe there were 

Question—Did the boat selected for the re- 
treat prove to be the best possible in respect 
of their seaworthiness, their convenience of 
handling on ice, and their capacity for car- 
rying their crews and equipments? Answer— 
Yes, sir; I think it was the best selection 
that could have been made. They were the 
best three boats on the Jeannette to transport 
on ice. The crews were of course accommo- 
dated to the carrying capacity of the boats. 
In my opinion the second cutter floated 
lighter than either of the others.. Asto their 
seaworthiness I don’t think thesecond cutter, 
she being shorter, was so good a sea boat, but 
I don’t think the whale boat or the first cutter 
could have reached the Siberian coast but for 
the weather-cloths, which in the case of the 
first cutter were fully one foot higher, while 
those of the second cutter were only about 
six inches high. Taking all things into con- 
sideration, I think the selectiion of these 
three boats for the thirty-three people was 
the best that conld have been made, and I 
believe had we selected three boats as awk- 
ward to handle on ice as the whale boats, we 
would never have gotten through. 

(Juestion—W hat, it you know, was the con 
trovesy between Danenhower and Newcomb 
which resulted in the suspension of the latter 
from duty at Bennett island? Answer—I 
only know from talk in the camp; I was not 
u Witness, 

(Juestion — What arrangements, if any, 
were made for communicating between the 
boats by signals. Answer—None whatever 
that I know of. 

Other questions developed the fact that 
Meiville and Danenhower are at variance on 
a good many points. Melville thinks the 
delay of ten days on Bennett island was un- 
avoidable, and was to the advantage of the 
party; that the best selection of boats was 
made that was possible; that the quickest 
possible method of reaching open water was 
adopted, and that the route chosen was the 
best one to reach the objective point. Upon 
all these matters Danenhower has expressed 
a contrary opinion, as well as on others of less 
Importance. 

A RETURN TO COLLINS. 

The witness believed that Collins had not 
been restored to duty when the retreat over 
the ice began. He wasasked if it would have 
been an advantage to have had the services, 
in dragging the boats, of those who were un- 
der suspension, and replied: ‘‘Without doubt. 
We required all the force we could get, and 
could we have had the services of those who 
were suspended, it would have lightened the 
labors of those who were doing work.’’ 

Question—How long did Collins remain un- 
der suspension? Answer—From the time of 
his suspension, while on board ship, until we 
separated on the night of September 12, 1881. 

Question—Was Lieutenant Danenhower 
able to do duty from September 12, 1881, to 
September 27, 1881? Answer—Froin Septem- 
ber 12, 1881, till September 27, 1881, Lieutenant 
Danenhower was able to perform some duty, 
not all duty; such duty as would be required 
of an officer in either of our positions, 

Question—Did Liettenant Danenhower, at 
auy time during this interval, say that he was 
able to do duty, and ask to be permitted to 
take command? Answer-—-No, he did not. 

{A letter from Minister Hunt, at St. Peters- 

urg, to the secretary of the navy, dated 
October 24, says that the caskets for the re- 
taains of DeLong’s party have arrived there 
and were admitted free of duty at the cus- 
tom-house, and that they have been for- 
warded by express to Orenburg. He says he 
had no news from the harbor and his associ- 
ates, and he begins to fear that adverse rea- 
sons may interfere with the execution of 
their mission to bring back the remains of the 


party.

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! THE DWYER GRAY COMMISSION. 


The Politics of England Toward Egypt—Speech of Mr 
Gladstone. 

Lonpox, November 14.—Anthony Trollope 
is progressing satisfactorily but his power of 
speech has not yet returned. The house 
commons committee on the case of the im- 
prisonment of E. Dwyer Gray met to-day to 
consider its report. It was understood that 
three reports will be presented. The first, 
drafted by the attorney general, states that 
Judge Lawson acted within his jurisdiction 
in imprisoning Gray. The second, by Mr. 
Dillwyn, remarks upon the present state of 
the law of contempt and the third by the 
Irishe mmbers of the committee suggests 
certain alterations of the law, and reflects 
on the conduct of Judge Lawson. 

JUDGE LAWSON, 

Judge Lawson (the right Hon. James An- 
thony) was born at Waterford in 1817, and 
has been solicitor-general for Ireland and 
afterward attorney-general. -He was the 
first of ,jthe judges selected to carry out Mr. 
Gladstone's crimes act. He has, therefore, 
grown very unpopular. In a recent letter 
Mr. T, P. O'Connor says:—‘‘Lawson is a 
Protestant in creed, and for the greater part 
of his life belonged to the narrowest and bit- 
terest school of Protestant conservatives. His 
first attempt to get into politics was made in 
Trinity college. I need scarcely inform your 
readers that a constituency which consists for 
the most part of Irish Protestant clergy- 
men is strongly conservative, and as a conser- 
vative, Lawson of course sought election. He 
was defeated. This set him thinking; and a 
few years after he had become convinc- 
ed of the errors of his ways, had abandoned 
conservatism, and appeared before the public 
as a full-fledged liberal. He was wise, too, in 
his selection of a constituency; going down to 
a little town named Portarlington, with 
about two hundred voters, every one of 
whom, of course, had his price. Lawson 
bought up a sufficient majority, was elected 
and hecame a law officer under a liberal ad- 
ministration. When Gladstone undertook to 
disestablish the Irish church Lawson 
held office under him, and 
the virtuous politician who. 
a few years before had eompared an atcack on 
the church to the crime of parricide, was one 
of Gladstone’s chief spokesmen in defending 
the destruction of the venerable institution. 
Meantime he had been doing splendidly in 
his office. The Fenian troubles took place 
while be was in power; he prosecuted in all 
the cases;.sent some scores of men to penal 
servitude, and all the time was gayly filling 
his purse with gold at the rate of something 
like $100,000 or $150,000 a year. But still 
his highest ambition was not gratified. He 
wished to become lord chancellorof Ireland. 
but Mr. Gladstone was very hard pressed 
by the Freeman’s Journal to select a Catholic 
and O'Hagan got the place instead. When 
the liberals came into office again, and O’ Ha- 
gan resigned, Lawson again thought he had a 
chance of the great prize. Again the Free- 
man’s Journal opposed him, and again he 
was doomed to disappointment. This will 
explain the serpentine venom with which he 
punished Gray. His object, besides, was to 
embarrass Gladstone, whom he hates for the 
twice repeated disappointment, and whom he 
knew very well this stab at a popular leader 
would seriously injure among the Irish 


people, 
THE EGYPTIAN QUESTION, 
Special to The Constitution. 

In the house of commons to-day Mr. Glad- 
stone madea statement relative to Egypt. He 
said there were now only 12,000 troops there, 
but the present state of things was provision- 
al; the government had no ideaof allowing 
so largea force to remain there long. The 
next step would be to conclude a convention 
relative to a temporary arrangement 
{or the security of the country, including the 
barge for the maintenance of troops. Mr. 
Gladstone said the convention fixing the time 
of occupation and payment therefor by 
keypt would be modelled on that concluded 
with France, after the battle of Waterloo. 
He stated that the convention would be pre- 
sented to the house when concluded, but he 
was unable to say that it would 
be ready this session. Her majesty’s govern 
ment had not arrived at any decision that it 
would be desirable tc claim from Egypt the 
expenses of war, as distinguished from the 
expenses of occupation. Sir Stafford North- 
cote protested against the reticence of the 
government. He said he would in behalf of 
the opposition take an early opportunity for 
discussing the subject of occupation, 
and of the surrender | Arabi 
Pasha to the Egyptian authorities. Lord 
Randolph Churchill has placed fifty new 
amendments to the procedure rules on the 
paper. In the house to-night, the debate on 
the second procedure resolution was resumed. 
Mr. Gladstone assented, though with consid- 
erable misgiving he said, to an amendment 
providing that a@ member may ob- 
tain leave to move an ad- 
journment during the pendency ' of 
questions, provided that 40 members rise in 
their places and favor such motion.

THE FRENCH ANARCHISTS. 


A Rumored Agreement Hetween Franee and Eng- 
land as to Egypt. 

Paris, November 14.—After the closing of 
the bourse to-day three per cent. rentes were 
quoted at 80f. 35c. for account. The decline 
was OWing to rumors that a dispute between 
M. Quaro, minister of finance, and M. Le- 
grand, minister of commerce, as to the 
amount of the sum-at the disposal of the 
government from unexpended credits, will 
lead to their retirement from the ministry.

Lonpon, November 14.—A dispatch to the 
Timés from Paris says: The anarchists who 
were arrested at Lyons have Leen committed 
for trial.

An Interesting Statement of the State’s Affairs as 
Made by the Comptroller-General—The Ia- 
crease in Georgia Property—The Asy- 
lum for the Insane, E c., Etc. 


Several reports of the heads of departments 
have just been issued from the press, namely: 
The report of Comptroller-General Wright, 
the trustees of the lunatic 
the trustees of the academy 
the blind and the report of 
the board of trustees and officers of the 
institute for the education of the deaf and 
dumb. The most important of these reports 
is that of the comptroller-general. It shows

The report 
covers 171 pages and is principally composed 
of tabulated statements which it is impossible 
to reproduce here. The statement of receipts 
and disbursements shows that the balance in 
the treasury October 7th, 1881, was 
$794,547.51, and the receipts to Septem- 
ber 30th, 1882, were $1,609, 432.10, 
makinga total to be accounted for of $2,405,- 
97961. The amount paid out by warrants 
from October 6th, 1581, to Septembtr 30th, 
1882, was $1,713,507.46, leaving balance in the 
treasury of $690,472.15. Thisis not all cash 
but represents cash values’ with 
exception of the money. still 
from the broken state depositories, the 
Citizens’ bank and Bank of Rome. The actual 
cash is $310,047.41. 

The increase in the value of property is very 
marked, It amounts in actual figures to $16,- 
255,515, The total value of property in 1881 
was $270,993,888. So that the value of the 
taxable property in 1882 is §$287,- 
249,403. The increase in cotton man- 
ufactures is a little over a million; in im- 
proved lands, $3,865,395; city and town prop- 
erty, $4,831,186, and railroads $1,988,169. In 
speaking of the state’s revenue, Mr. Wright 
says that forthe next two years so rapidly 
are we regaining our former wealth there 
will be no necessity for an _ increase 
in the rate of § taxation im order 
to meet the demands of the state. 
The increase for 1882, added to the increase 
for 1881, shows an increase for the two years 
amounting tothirty-five millions two hundred 
and thirty-two thousand seven hundred and 
sixty-onedollars. At the present rate of tax- 
ation the revenue has been increased in the 
sum of one hundred and five thousand six 
hundred and ninety-eight dollars. This state 
of affairs is not merely spasmodic, but is the 
outcome of the progressive spirit, with which 
the people are being imbued, the natural ad- 
vantages that Georgia is blessed with as astate 
and the wise administration of “home gov- 
ernment,’’ and will doubtless increase so rap- 
idly in the next few years that the state’s in- 
debtedness can and will be met at even a less 
rate of taxation than that which is now being

THE SCHOOL FUND. 

The present school fund is derived as follows: 
One-half the rental of the 
lantic railroad, the dividends from the stock 
owned by the State in the Georgia railroad, 
the net income derived from hire of convicts, 
and net amount of fees arising from the in- 
spection of fertgizers, the special taxes im- 
posed on shows’and liquor dealers; from these 
sources the school fund, (to be apportioned 
by the state school commissoner) in the treas- 
ury on the Ist Bs July last, the day of appor- 
tionment fixe by law, was $272,474.91 and 
derived as follows:

From this, after deducting the 
warrants chargeable-under the law to the 
fund, amounting to $4,494.45, leaves a bal 
ance to be apportioned of $272,574.91. 

THE INSURANCE COMPANIES, 

The increase in premiums from fire insur- 
ance oyer the year 1881, is $124,176.69, and the 
increase of tax ard fees during the same peri- 
od is $1,199.85. During the past year $118.,- 
048,367 has been carried by insurance against 
fire at a cost of $1,107,563.34, or less than an 
average rate of one per cent. per annum. The 
business has not been remunerative as the loss- 
es amount to $991,329.86. The two destructive 
fires in the business portion of Atlanta con- 
tributed about $300,000 to this loss. The re- 
ports of regular lise insurance companies shows 
a falling off. Of the matri- 
monial associations “Mr. Wright says: ‘‘A 
new and rather anomalous co-operative asso- 
ciation has made its appearance within a year 
ortwo. Itisthe marriage endowment plan 
which has nothing but its name to commend 
itto the public. It has become, as I learn, 
within the short period of its existence, al- 
most entirely speculative in itscharacter. If 
a young person, male or female, is expected 
to be married, hundreds of policies are taken 
out by persons not having the slightest inter- 
est in either of the parties. If they are to 
be allowed to do business in the state, [ would 
suggest that a law be framed that the 
claimant should furnish proof of interest. 
This at least would relieve them of their 
most objectionable feature, and no doubt 
close the business. I have uniformly de- 
clined to admit fire insurance companies 
claiming ‘to be assessment companies. Such 
might be made successful as strictly local 
companies, but could not do a general busi- 
ness. Thereis stili a good deal of clandestine 
insurance in the state.”’

The report of the trustees and superinten- 


dent of the lunatic asylum is very interesting. 
The report states there are now in the institu- 
tion, 979 patients, fully 100, if not 179, more 
than should be therein, to. insure them 
proper care and treatment. The superinten- 
dent estimates, that for the year 1883. there 
will be an average of 1,200 patients in the 


asylum, and for 1584, when all the projected | 


new buildings will be completed and occu- 
pied, 1,400 patients; for these, the trustees ask 
an appropriation for 1863, of $160,000.00; and 
for 18384, of $190,000.00; being at the rate of 35 
cents per- patient, each day, and including 
the payment of all expenses of every kind, 
viz.: Salaries of officers, employes, clothing, 
wages, subsistence, fuel and transportation, 
ordinary and extraordinary repairs, and im- 
provements of all the buildings, and other 
property of the _ state, medical sup- 
plies, and various contingencies.

THE DEAF ANT DUMB AND BIAND. 

The report of the trustees and officers of the 
asylum for the blind showsthat the amount 
necessary to carry on the institutions for the 
next two yearsis $39,0@8, which includ 
$900 necessary for completing some 
improvements that are needed, some of 
which, have been already begun. A site for 
an academy for colored persons was purchas- 
ed during the last year, and upon itthe trus- 
tees have erected a substantial brick building, 
with capacity for about forty pupils, and 
which, though not yet coma is being 
used for opening the schoo! while the work is 
yet going on. A further appropriation is 
asked by the principal to complete, 
heat and furnish this building. 
There are 38 white males on the roll and 28 
white females and two colored males. 

The academy for the deaf and dumb has 35 
male pupils and 25 females; a total of 60. The 
$5,000 appropriated for erecting a school buil- 
ding has not been used as it was regarded as in 
gsuticient. The expenditures for the year 
ending September 30th, 1882, were $14,773.68. 
In the colored department the expenditures 
for the same time were $1,444.42. The appro- 
priation asked for for the next two years is 
$59,500, $19,500 of which it is proposed to ex- 
pend o1 improvements and new buildings. 


The River Committee. 


Carro, ILirNots, November 14.—The con- 
gressional committee on the Mississippi river 
improvement arrived here this morning on 
the steamer C‘uiding Star.

SELECTING A SENATOR. | 


THE WORK OF THE GENERAL AS- 
SEMBLY YESTERDAY. 


Regular Daily Report of the Proceedings of the 
Georgia House and Senate—A Hard Day’s 
Work in the House—How the Vote tor 
Senator Stood io Both H» uses. 


A good day's work was done yesterday in 
both houses, especially the lower one, which 
disposed of many bills before the balloting 
for United States senator began. The full 
proceedings follow, but the following is a 


summary of the balloting: 

in both houses B. H. Hiil, Jr., has for the 
short term 105 votes: Pope Barrow, 108 votes. 
For the long term the consolidated vote is as 
follows: Colquitt 102; Jackson 4%; Black 54; 
Anderson 25; Longstreet 3. Not voting 6. 
Total vote 212. There are in both houses 
when full, 219 members, and 110 votes are 
necessary toa choice. Butin the house the 
successor of Mr. Singleton, of Marion, 
deceased, has not been elected, and Mr. 
Camp, of Campbell, is lying very low at his 
home. Hence a full vote will be 217; neces- 
sary to a choice, 109. Goyernor Colquitt, 
therefore, needs only sev@n votes, even if 
every available member is in his seat to-day. 
According to law, the houses meet in 
joint session at noon to-day, when 
the ballot of yesterday will be 
announced. As the separate houses did not 
give the same man a majority forthe short 
term and as neither gavea majority forthe 
long term,a joipt ballot. will be ordered. 
Whether or not there will be more than one 
ballot to-day, if the first doesnot elect, rests 
in the discretaon of the joint assembly. 

THE SENATE PROCEEDINGS. 

The senate met at the usual hour yesterday 
and was called toorder by President Boynton.

THE siQUSE PROCEEDINGS. 

The house met at 10 o’clock, and was called 
to order by the speaker. Prayer by the chap- 
lain The journal was read and approved...

Mr. Reese, chairman of the judi- 
ciary committee, submitted a report on cer- 
tain bills which the committee had been con- 
sidering. The bill to amend the constitution 
so as to remand the app intment of judges 
to the governor was adversely reported. 
Also the bill to allow disabled soldiers to ped- 
dle sewing machines without license. The 
rules were suspended, and Mr. Russell, of 
Clarke, offered a_ resolution appointin 
a special committee to consider al 
bills and resolutions looking to the amend- 
ment of the road laws of this state. Mr. Rus- 
sell made a few pertinent remarks on the 
resolution. Mr. Jordan, of Hancock 
moved to table the resolution; _lost- 
The resolution was then adopted. The regu- 
iar order was the reading of house bills thesec. 
ond time. The following were lost by adopt- 
ing adverse reports: To amend an act to pro- 
vide compensation for certain officers of this 
state. Tu amend section 2046 of the code. To 
legalize reception of verdicts in 
superior courts on Sundays. To 
exempt jury commissioners from road duty. 
A bill to avoid waivers of theiplea of failure of 
consideration by purchasers of fertilizers was 
reported adversely. Its auther, Mr. Ray, of 
Coweta, called forthe reading of the bill; it 
was read. Mr. Ray moved to disagree to the 
report of the commitiece and then addressed 
the house in favor of the passage of the bill. 
He said it was of great importance to the ag- 
ricultural interests of this state. The present 
law of inspection does not sufficiently pro- 
tect the farmers. The bill provides that far- 
mers are not bound by contracts 
made under false representations, 
Mr. l’eek, of Rockdale, chairman of the com- 
mittee on agriculture, said the committee 


to litigation. 

On the question of disagreeing to the re- 
port of the committte the yeas and nays 
were asked by Mr. Ray and ordcred by the 
house. The adverse report of the committee 
was disagreed to by 107 to 58. [Applause. ] 
An adverse report was made on the 
bill to allow disabled soldiers 
to peddle sewing machines without license. 
Its author. Mr. Watson of McDuffie, opposed 
the adoption of the report and addressed the 
house in favorof the bill. The bill merely 
construes the section which already allows 
disabled soldiers to peddle without license. 
The comptroller general bas given an opinion 
that this general license does not include 


machines. Mr. Harris, of Bibb, 

the finance committee, said 

that there was no reason for the bill. The 

general law already gives to disabled soldiers 

the right to peddle without license. If they 

don't get their rights, the courts will give 

them. ‘The statute is very broad as it now 

stands, and will cover all cases that ought to 
be covered by it.

THE WASHINGTON MONUMENT. 


Ite Completion Anticipated In June, 1554-—Designue 
fer tne Terrace. 

Wasnincroy, November 14.—The Star says 
the Washingtor monument has now attained 
the height of 322 feet, and it is expected before 
the season closes that it will reach the height 
of 342 feet. If the weather continues favora- 
ble, the work of laying the stone courses will 
be continued through the present month and 
probably the first week of December. The 
work of stone éutting will be continued 
through the! winter, so that there will 
be a large amount of material ready for the 
stone masons inthe spring. It is thought now 
that the monument, or at least the marble 
shaft, will be completed in June, 1884. There 
will be at the close of this season 158 feet yet 
to add tothe shaft. This, it is thought under 
favorable conditions, can be accomplished 
during the next buildipg season and the 
spring of 1884. Interest is now being taken 
in the design for the terrace about the base 
of the monument, and also in the material 
to be used in the cap or roof, which will ex- 
tend in pyramidal form 50 feet above the sum- 
mit of the shaft. Iron and glass have been 

yroposed as the proper material, and it has 
eg suggested that the cap should be cov- 
ered with stabs of marble. esiarne tuaive been 
drawn by Architect Clarke, of the Capitol, for 
the terrace. One plan contemplates a_ single 
terrace 220 feet square, with wide flights of 
stairs,and another a double terrace, tnere 
being an inner terrace immediately about the 
base of the shaft. The four plaques designed 
by Mr. Larkin Mead are provided with places 
in Mr. Clarke’s design, in the massive walls of 
the terrace. one being placed on each of the 
four sides. These plaques were designed to 
be placed about the shaft itself, near the base, 
but objection is made that such a disposition 
of them would destroy the grand effect made 
by the solid unbroken shaft of marble.

WHAT HAVE WE HERE?” 

A bill has been introduced in the house of 
representatives, the object of which is tu take 
the appointment of the members of the rail- 
road commission out of the hands of the govy- 
ernor and place it in the hands of the legisla- 
ture. This bill has gone into the handsof the 
railroad committee, and it will doubtless be 
printed; but the discussion need not be post- 
poned. 

The object of the bill would seem to be sim- 
ple enough, but we frankly confess that we 
do not understand it. Why should the ap- 
pointment of the railroad commissioners be 
taken out of the hands of the governor and 
transferred to the legislature? Is this a move- 
ment in the direction of reform? Have the 
people, or any part ofthem, demanded such 
a change? Is there any necessity for such 
change? Is there any present emergency or 
future contingency that calls for it? 

If the proposed measure is in the direction 


a 


of. reform, we should be glad to knowthe pre 
cise nature the reform it is intended to 
bring about. It isa matter of gr interest 
and importance; it is a matter that affects the 
whole people; and we humbly call for light 
on thesubject. 

The implication of the bill is that the pres- 
ent method of executive appointment is un- 
wise, or wrong, or dangerous; or that it 
failed in some way to meet the exvectations 
of the people. We should be glad to be en- 
lightened on these points. We have obsery- 
ed, with pecujiar interest, the workings of 
the law under which the railroad 
sion was established, and this bill is the first 
intimation we have seen from any source 
that the method of appointing the members 
of the board is unsatisfactory. 

A great many thoughtful people, 
in and out of the legislature, are of 
the opinion that the election by that 
body of ‘members of the judiciary 
isnot an exalting spectacle, and the public 
mind seems to be gradually fitting itself to 
a change in this particular; and yet the very 
nature of these elections in some sort relieves 
the legislature of the stress that might other- 
wise be laid uponit. If the election of rail- 
road commissioners should be thrown into 
the legislature, it is not to be supposed that 
the $60,000,000 of organized capital, repre- 
sented by the railroad corporations, .would be 
without its candidate; nor is it to be suppos- 
ed that its influence on the legislature in one 
way and another would be inconsiderable, 

We have asked for more light in regard to 
this bill, Meantime, our judgment is that it 
is untimely and uncalled for. We believe that 
the result of the change which it proposes 
would.be to cripple the railroad commission 
and destroy its usefvlness. When the people 
of Georgia get ready to abolish an institution 
of their own devisement, which, while foster- 
ing the railroad interests of the state, has al- 
ready saved to the public hundreds of thou- 
sands of doilars by reducing passenger fares 
and freight rates toa reasonable basis. they 
will take some other method. Certainly they 
will not allow it to be torn to pieces in the 
lobby.

‘IT favor, as speedily as possible, a total abo- 
lition of our internal revenue system, and I 
am ready to join bands with any and all in 
this house in favor of an equalization of our 
duties on imports.”’ He admitted the neces- 
sity for a revision of the tariff, but he advyo- 
cated first the abolition of all internal reve. 
nue taxes, and thena reliance upon import 
duties for the revenue which is needed by the 
government. Hedid not favor a tariff en- 
acted upon the ground of protection simply 
for the sake of protection, and he regarded 
the discussion of free trade a waste of time. 
He favored discriminating duties, a judicious 
tariff, and incidental protection. He sup- 
ported the tariff commission bill. 

Mr. Carlisle spoke against the bill. He 
thought congress ought at once to revise the 
tariff in the ordinary way. 
it would be diilicult, if not impossible, 
vise a tariff system more unequal and unjust 
than the existing “7 one of 
those,’’ he said, ‘‘who believe that the power 
of taxation can be legitimately employed on- 
ly for public purposes, or, in other words,tbat 
the object of all taxation should be revenue 
—revenue only, if you please; but if, with 
this primary object in view, the taxes on du- 
ties can be so adjusted as to aid our industries 
without imposing any burdens upon the peo-

Jackson, C. J.—The charter of the city of 

A*=nta confers authority to lay a business 

tax. high as $200; it provides that where 

any verson has to pay an ad_ valo- 
rem tax on merchandise or materials sold, 
such persons shall not be required to pay 
more than $25 specific business tax. The 
next section provides that the city may “‘pass 
such ordinances as might be necessary or 
proper te carry the previous section into ef- 
fect; also, to classify business and arrange 
the various businesses, trades and professions 
carried on in said city into such classes and 
subjects for taxation as may be just and 

proper: . 

Held. that, construing both sections to- 
gether, the miuniec’pal authorities have 
power to divide the general business of mer 
chandise into specific classes, such as dry 
goods, boots and shoes, millinery, etc., pro- 
vided such classification be just and proper, 
and to levy a tax on each of such classes. 

(a). Where such a tax is laid, if one person 
conducts several ‘different kinds of business, 
he would be liable to a tax on 
each. although the ditferent branches 
of business may all be conducted in the same 
puilding. : 

(b). The policy of the ordinance is aquestion 
for the citizens tosettle at the polls, not for 
the courts to decide.

We have so far heard of no killing frost, 
and the nnanimous opinion in America is thata 
large yielais already secured. It is still of some 
importance that November and December should 
be fine months—the plant is large, and late of ma- 
turing, and it would be very desirable,that killing 
frosts should be deferred for a few weeks longer. 
Should that happen, we may expect the largest 
‘ield on record: at present the prevailing opin- 
on seems to be 624 millions, but as we all know, 
estimates at this date are very unreliable. One 
thing is certain: the feeling in America is decidedly 
‘bearish ;’’ it is just the opposite of the last two 
SeASONS, when a great speculation was at this time 
going forward in America which caused a heavy 
rise in the staple, followed by a severe fall in the 
middle of the season; it seems likely that the op- 
posite course will be witnessed this year. Ameri- 
can operators, taught by bitter experience, will 
pitch their idea of price much lower, and will prob- 
ably abstain from a strong ‘“‘bull’’ campaign till 
at least asubstantial portion of the crop is sold to 
onsume rs. 

On the side of Manchester there seems little 
chance of a speculative movement at present. The 
Indian markets are so depressed that heavy con- 
tracts are pot likely to be given out, as often hap- 
ems at this time of the year ; and though the other 
brane shes of trade are not so bad, and seme arrears 
of business are no Coubt due, which may impart 

temporary animation, the gene ral outlook is for a 
time of quietness and low prices. 

It is quite true that the prices touched for spring 
deliveries are tempting, and spinners have been 
buying freely at éd and 644d, and have taken Con- 
siderable orden: for yarn based on these prices, and 
itwould not be wonderful if a spell of activity 
now took place afterthe long and dreary stagna 
tion.

Mr. Ellison’s admirable annual circular 
shows that ac rop of 6,800,000 bales would give an 
ample supply, but would not leave an excessive 
stock on hand. Were trade active and buoyant 
such acropcould be faced at present prices, but 
with so depressed a state of trade it is doubtful 
whether it can be handled except at lower prices. 

The Egyptiae crop comes forward very slowly, 
and the opinion still prevails that it will be only 
two-thirds of a full yield. The Bombay crop is ex- 
pected to be a full one, as the rains have been 
copious, but it is too soon yet to form. any definite 
estimate.
